Ebowed evidences ot accumulated 
grease, and were crossed with vari- 
ous designs. Spearheads, five and 
eight Inchea long, were 
unearthed! 


along with sections ot pipe stems that! 
are believed to have belonged to the) 
Algonquin 
and 
Irlquols 
Indians, i 


.AA* heads, fish net 
sinker*, "dis- 


cordlil stones" used in games, and 
flint knives, dating back 
perhaps 


three hundred years, are Included In 
this collection. 


Especially Interesting were several 


flint drills that were used 
to drill 


hole* In other stones, and "banner- 
clones", objects that resembled the 
modern plck-aie, but were pollened] 
to a high degree and were evidently 
not used tor any rough work. Frag- 
ments of eoap-stone bowls and stone 
rods, used In grinding meal, are also 
shown. The chisels or gouges that 
•uere employed in hollowing out the 
trees tor the dugout canoea, remain 
s.s mute evidence of tbe hours of toil 
that was necessary to accomplish a 
suitable boat with such crude imple- 
ments 
Another interesting exhibit 


was a rotary arrow, pounded out. of 
flint, that would spin while in flight. 
Some jaw bonea and teeth of Indians 
are in this collection, Mr. Beardsley 
stating that these relics were found 
along the banks of a stream where 
they had 
evidently been washed i 


down from some point farther 
up. 


A separate collection ot 2,000 arrow- 
heads, BOtne made from quartz, com- 
pleted the collection of local relics. 


In conjunction with Mr. Beards- 


ley's local collection, there is also a 
reindeer head from Kotiebu Sound, 
mouth of tbe Koble river, in Alaska 
This specimen was presented to him 
as a reminder of tbe Klondike, and 
was made by the Alaska Indians. 
Then too, there is a selection of 
arrowheads Irom Oregon, made from 
Agate Obsidian, Moss Agate and 
Chalcedony, forms of volcanic glass 
these heads are colored in various 
hues and are used for small game 
such as birds. 
Arrows with metal 


tips, the metal 
taken 
from looted 


barrel-hoops of the 
"forty-niners", 


are a. part of the collection. These 
latter specimens were made 
by a I 


tribe of Arizona Indians who madel 
regular raids on the pioneer prairie! 
travelers, taking whatever

that they found 
after successfully I 


staging the raid.

At the time of this interview, Bert! 


Beardsley bad his collection laid out 
on a table in one room of his house, 
and to a person that Is interested in 
relict and thing* representing by- 
gona days, the display was certainly!

Issues Warning 
On Undulant Fever 


Dr. John C. Kamp, local health of- 


ficer, has issued a statement warn- 
ing the people of this vicinity about 
uuduiant fever, which is contracted 
by human beings from the milk of 
cows having undulant fever. 


During the last two years eight 


persons are or have been sick from 
this disease, which is a seiious and 
protracted illness. 


Cases of undulant fever are be- 


coming more numerous every year 
and no vaccine has been found yet to 
prevent or cure the disease. 


Dr. Kamp's letter further, reads: 


Consequently, as health officer of 
the town of Saugerties. I cannot is- 
sue anv permits of the sale of milk 
| from any cow or cows unless • they 
jhaie been tested for this disease, as 
Grade A milk (raw). 


"Likewise, as before, milk must be 


from tuberculin tested cows, and the 
barns and stables must meet the re- 
quirements of the State Department 
of Health. 
Inasmuch as the herds 


of the regular distributors of milk 
in this town have been tested for 
undulant fever, there is little or no 
danger of contracting this disease 
for those persons who obtain their 
milk through the regular licensed dis- 
tributors.

by the claimant as an expert upon 
realty values In that locality. 
Dur- 


ng the examination of Mr. McDowell 
a claim was made by counsel for the 
claimant and sustained by the com- 
mission, which. If approved by the 
appellate courts, will doubtless result 
n largely Increased awards for the 
property owners In the Lackawack 
section. Mr. McDowell upon his ex- 
amination described the conditions 
which existed in the town of Wawar- 
sing before and after 1929 stock mar- 
ket crash and then testified that be- 
ause of the depression prices of real 
property In that section had been 
snormousJy decreased, and that in 
his opinion a fair market for the sale 
of real estate did not exist In the 
town of Wawarslng on November 16, 
1936. when the 
Gosselln 
property 


was taken by the city of New York. 
He said that during the boom of 
1929 there had been much dealing 
n equities, with numerous mortgages 
nvolved, and that he considered the 
prices paid at that time abnormal, 
but that after the 1929 crash there 
was a period in the latter part of 
1930 and the early part of 1931 
when the market was more normal 
and fair, which was followed by a 
long period from 1932 to 193T when 
nothing like actual value could be 
obtained for real estate in the lo- 
cality. 


Mr. McDowell was then asked by 


counsel for the claimant to state the 
fair market value of the property 
during the 1930-31 period. The giv- 
ing of this evidence was strenuously 
opposed by Assistant 
Corporation 


Counsel Bright, who stated that for 
many years the measure of compen- 
i*tion paid to owners whose lands 
*~ere taken In condemnation pro- 
ceedings was fair market value at 
'.he time of the condemnation and 
lhat there was no justification for a 
change of the rule in this proceed- 
ing. 


In answer to Mr. Bright's argu- 


nent Judge Kaufman said that be 
Cully realized that the claim which } 
he WM making to have the compen- \ 
saiion to be paid to the Lackawack 
owners measured by 1930 instead of 
1936" prices was a departure from 
the old rule, but that he was fully 
convinced that the courts •would un- 
der present economic conditions sus- 
tain his contention. He said that un- 
der both the state and federal con- 
stitution* the property owners were 
guaranteed "jusl compensation" for 
the taking of their properties, and 
that the statute under which the 
city of New York took the property, 
required that the owners must be 
paid "just and equitable" compen- 
sation. He said that the Lackawack 
property owners were being deprived

For 
Luise Rainer "intoxicated" was a 
tripper in "The Grea' Ziegfeld," 
and James Stewart sank his teeth 
in "circumstances"—after 15 min- 
utes' practice before a scene—only 
to find it as tough as ever.
